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The Election Result and Its Meaning. 


Daniel W. Badger, democrat, was re-elected Mayor of 


Portsmouth yesterday.against Colonel John Pender, republi- 
can, by a majority that demonstrated that many republicans 
cast their, votes for Mayor Badger. 


The campaign was one of the most exciting and most 


- interesting, and in many points the most sensational that 


Portsmouth has had for many years, and the issue—whether 
intended or riot—was'one on the question of whether the 
citizens of Portsmouth believed in continuing the present 
police protection system, or whether they believed in a strict 
enforcement of the laws as they are. pie republicans, in then 
political announcement, presented a 'set of men, headed by 
Colonel Pender, which no.doubtbeljeyed.in ridding the city 
of certain conditions. Mayor Badger clearly set-forth his posi- 
tion in both word and deed. He made it his platform. Can- 
didate Pender did not publicly declare himself on this issue. 
The result was the tremendous vole for Mayor. Badger. While 
the republicans, as a party, elected their councilmen at large, 
Colonel Pender was defeated, which did not demonstrate that 
the republicans did not have confidence in Colonel Pender as 
a republican, but they desired to emphatically impress on the 
minds of the people" that they endorsed the stand taken by 
Mayor Badger.

The law of New York exempts for three months of the 


year all labor in canneries from limitations as to length of 
hours. 
It classes work done under sheds for the canners as 


farm,, not factory work. Under such law-made exemptions 
children of ten can be made to work eleven to sixteen hours a 
day for a period nearer five months than three. The canninr 
season begins in June. Babies of five and six years of age 
come witrTtheir mothers' and work with them. There is no one 
to care for them at home or elsewhere. 


The law licenses forty-one trades in tenements in cities in 


this State. In a single one of these trades 61,000 women and 
children are employed. New trades or sub-divisions of trade* 
have a way of evading the law.

get no time to play and not enough time to sleep. Strength 
sapped in childhood.
